Scared Passengers Secretly 
Leaves Jacksonville. 


The Refugees Put Up at Hotels 
in New York Oity. 


Continued Spread of the Yellow Fever 
Epidemic in Florida. 


The Gloom of Death Hanging Over the 
Plague-Stricken Cities—No Indications 
of an Improvement—Deaths and New 
Cases Increasing Daily—Prospect of a 
Long Siege Against Sickness and Death— 
Reports of the Health Boards—The Panic 
Feeling Growing—Absolute Need of 
Another Refuge Camp—Stringent Quar- 
antine Measures Necessary.

New Yoru, September S.— While the dread 
of yellow fever has been devastating Jackson- 
ville and dally increasing in matignity, New 
Yorkers have rested content in the kpowledge 
that the effective quarantine maintained at 
the Narrows will preclude apy possibiity of 
the contagion reaching this city, but it appears 
now that the city, and in fact the whole coun- 
try, have been practically quarantined, and, 
as it now appears, carloads of passengers have 
been secretly transported from Jacksonville 
and unloaded at New York. A carioad of 
badly scared passengers from Jacksonville 
arrivea at Jersey City Friday evening 
last, after an eventful journey and 
vigorous efforts dy the railway ot 
ficials to suppress the facts, while 
people tn Baltimore, Philadelphia and other 
cities who had ridden in the infected cars were 
wholly ignorant of the dangerthey had run. 
Upon arrival at this city someof the passen- 
gers took Turkish baths and destroyed part of 
their clothing, in accordance with a prear- 
ranged pian for the safety of themselves and 
their friends, but there was no watch nor any 
efforts to i 

p or not. 
Even some of those who had so Dathed were 
afraid to meet their friends and go to their 
homes at once, and are believed to be still 
stopping at hotels in this city. A reporter 
yesterday saw one of the passengers who bad 
come up by this train, Mr. M. Pollack, em- 
ployed by the firm of Kohn, Furchott 4 Bene- 
dict, 3% Broadway, and manager of their 
Jacksonville branch house.

We came 
over the Pennsylvania tracks and arrived at the 
depot in Jersey City at 5:30 on Friday evening 
of last week as hungry and tired a lot of 
people as you ever saw. We had made, it 
is said, the quickest passage of any day 
train from Jacksonville to New York. 
On the train we had made an agreement, for 
our safety and that of ourfriends and fami- 
lies, that each one would take a Turkish bath. 
When we struck New York most of the men, 
including myself, after getting a substantial 
meal, went to the bath and fuldilied our 
agreement. We had also promised to destroy 
all the clothing we had with us, and this I did 
after getting a supply from my home in the 
city. I didn’t know whether any of the others 
did likewise. I have since understood that 
Surgeon-General Hamilton issued an order 
prohibiting any train from leaving Jackson- 
ville, but I don’t think be knew anything 
about our train, which was the only one over 
the cross line since the plague began. 

Upon landing in New York Mr. Pollack did 
not go to his home in this city, but put up at a 
hotel, where he remained till a day or two 
since. He is convinced that he has nothing to 
fear from yellow fever, amd said all the peo- 
ple on the train were so familiar with its treat- 
ment that if any of the symptoms had maul 
fested themselves among the passengers they 
would have known how to handle them as 
well as any Of the doctors. 

THE REFUGEES SCATTER. 

Mr. Pollack, who was one of the Floridians 
in the meeting in the Grand Union Hotel yes- 
terday to discuss the Jacksonville plague, in- 
troduced a reporter to Mr. Fritot, who arrived 
in New York from Jacksonville on Thursday 
of this week. havinz come by way of Atlanta.

A Gleomy Outlook. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., September 8.—Yester- 
day the gloom of death hanging over the city, 
instead of dissipating, grew heavier and 
darker than before. The daily reports give 
noray of hope that an improvement is at 
hand, but, onthe contrary, points toward a 
long siege against sickness and death which, 
at its conclusion, will leave only a few of the 
strongest to look out upon the wreck of the 
devastated city. Up to the closing of the 
day’s reports yesterday seventy-seven new 
cases and eight deaths were reported to the 
Health Department. The list of the dead is as 
foliows:

Hon. H. A. Tengle, cashier of the State Bank 
of Fiorida and chairman of the Committee on 
Sanitation, was prostrated by the fever yes- 
terday after untiring work among the ranks of 
the sick since the outbreak of the fever. 

THE PANIC FEELING GROWING. 

The sudden death of Richard Mulroy Thurs- 
day after being sick only ten hours, greatly 
startled the people and set many wild. Diek“ 
was a strong, bealthy manof good physique 
and habits, and his sudden demise shows the 
terrible power of the scourge that has fastened 
itself upon us. The panic feeling is growing 
heavily. If there were any refuge camp save 
Camp Perry it would be filled at once. Work 
has been begun on Camp Mitchell, but it will 
be some days before it will be ready for refu- 
gees. The situation is growing worse hourly, 
and something must be done at once if women 
and children here are to be protected. An- 
swers to appeals are coming in generously, 
for which stricken Jacksonville feels deeply 
grateful. 


A Florida Doctor’s Opinion. 


Cuicaco, III., September 8.—Dr. John G. 
Ames of Palatka, Fia., who isin the city, ex- 
presses the gravest views of the situation of 
the yellow fever at Jacksonville, and believes 
the most stringent means of quarantine should 
be enforced. He thinks the epidemic at Jack 
sonville will continue to spread through the 
the city until the November frosts nip it. The 
conditions of temperature and atmosphere, 
besides the general state of health, are favor- 
able for the epidemic. He thinks Surgeon- 
General Hamilton deserves the highest praise 
for the way in which he has handled the fever- 
infected district. But littie choice is afforded 
to the afflicted citizens. They must go where 
they will be received, and they don’t like ft. 
Dr. Ames believes there is no danger what- 
ever of the piague in any parts of Florida ex- 
cept Tampa and Jacksonviile, because the 
conditions néeessary for the spread of the 
fever are absent.

Answer of James Lees & Sons in the Two 
Gevernment Suits. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 8.—An an- 
swer was to-day filed in behalf of Jas. Lees & 
Sons in the United States District Court 
to the two suits brought by the Govern- 
ment against the firm for the recovery of 
penalty for the alleged importation of 
contract labor. The complaint held 
that the defendants had violated the law 


in making contracts with workmen in En- 
gland and bringing them over to this coun- 
try to positions in Messrs. Lees’ 
mills at Bridgeport, Pa. e answer of 
the defense states that the act of Congress of 
February „ 188, exempted from its 
operation skilled workmen in any industry

man’s Park—Tom Dolan Describes 


To-morrow afternoon a number of athletic 
events will begin at Sporteman’s Park, at 3 
o elock, under the auspices of the Missouri 
Amateur Athletic Club. These games will 
constitute a never-to-be-forgotten event in the 
history of amateur athletics in America, for 
they will be the first thing of the kind ever 
heid outside the Oity of New York. That fact 
alone should be sufficient to convey 
an idea of their importance. There should be 
some grief in the recording of such a fact, for 
the amateur athletes of the United States 
should not have fixed on fond abodes to cir- 
cumscribe their games, but there is a tinge of 
pleasure about it too, for it marks a new era 
in athletic sports, and an innovation upon 
worn methods. The official name of these 
games is ‘‘the first annual western 
championships of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Athletes of America,’’ 
The representation is almost perfect. From 
all parts of the great West have come famous 
men to run and jump and throw and walk and 
vault, for no empty titles either, and local 
athletes and their friends are wrought up to 
fever heat over the games. The programme 
is an extensive, varied and interesting one. 
On it are sixteen events. First—Two heats of 
the 00-yard run, with 8 entries. 
Second—Patting a 16- pound shot, 7 en- 
tries. Third—Final 100-yard run heat. 


Fourth—Pole-vaulting, with 6 entries. Fifth— 
220-yafds’ run, two heats, with 9 entries. 
Sixth—A sparring exhibition. Seventh—Final 
220-yards’ heat. Eighth—One-mile run, with 
10 entries. Ninth—Three-mile walk, with 6 
entries. Tenth—Running broad jump, with 6 
entries. Eleventh—Half- mile run, 10 entries. 
Twelfth—120-yards’ hurdle, 6 entries. Thir- 
teenth—Runuing high-jump, 6 entries. Four- 
teenth—Five-mile run, 8 entries. Fifteenth— 
440-yards’ run, 8 entries. 81 th—A spar- 
ring match.
